State of New Hampshire. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lancaster qualified 
to vote in town affairs :— 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
nine o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choosea Town Clerk forthe ensuing vear. 

2. To choose three Selectmen, a Treasurer, a 
Prosecuting Agent and other necessary officers for 
the ensuing’ year. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the following purposes :— 

First: To meet current expenses of the town and 
apply on principal and interest of the town debt. 

Second: For building and repairing highways 
and bridges, | 

Third: For building and repairing sidewalks. 

Fourth: or breaking rock and building mac- 
adam roads and streets. 

Filth: Tor hghting streets- 

Sixth: For observance of Memorial Day. 

Seventh: Lor extension and care of sewers. 

Mighth: For care of parks and cemeteries. 

Ninth: For support of library -and reading 
room. 

4. To direct how money raised for any of the 
above purposes shall be expended. 

5. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to an act to provide for state aid and for the 
expenditure of other public moneys in the permanent 
improvement of main highways throughout thestate, 
passed February 5, 1905, and amendments thereto, 
and raise money for the same. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint a special police officer for night 
service in Lancaster Village for the ensuing year, and 
to raise money for same. 

7. Tosee if the town will vote to raise money 
for the observance of Old Home Week and direct how 
the same shall be expended. 

8. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to lay out and build anew highway around 
the summit of Stebbins’ Hill, so-called, and raise 
money for the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
that part of the highway near Blood Pond that is 
not now in use on account of the straightening of 
the State Road at that point. 

10. To see what action the town will take with 
reference to the adoption of the provisions of any 
proposed acts of the Legislature relating to a curfew 
law or any acts relating thereto which shall have 
been enacted into law at the time final action on this 
article is taken. 

11. To see if the town will vote to allow the 
playing of tennison Centennial Park under the super- 
vision and control of the Selectmen. 

12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to lay out and build a conerete walk of 
suitable width through Centennial Park from the 
westerly side of Main Street to the center entrance of 
the new High School building, and to raise money 
for the same, 

13. To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.

Norr.—The State Highway to the Whitefield line, 
about one and one-fourth miles, has been completed, 
at a cost of $5,228.34. This makes a continuous 
State road from Whitefield to Northumberland. 
Last spring there was a misunderstanding between 
the State Highway Department and the Selectmen, 
so there was raised only $2,400, when the amount 
should have been $2419.50, for the Highway Joint 
Fund of $6,048.75 and $222.66 for the maintenance 
Joint Fund of $556.66, and we had to set aside, for 
these two amounts, out of other highway money, 
$242.16. This makes the overdraft that mueh more 
tthein naturally should have been.
